OF RISMARCK'S
Friedrichsrul, March 26.—The sky this morn-
ing was gvercast and the temperature was sev-
eral degrees lower thun It was yesterday. Hun-
dreds of police In plain clothes and a squadron
of hussars were detalle] as field gendarmes in
view of the visit of Emperor Willlam. These
guards surrounded the castle and commanded all
the approaches 10 the place, giving 1t the appear-
ance of being In a state of sloge. Triumphal
arches and festoons of flage and bunting Hterally
covered Fricdrichsruh and Aumuehle,
elal programme contemplated the Kalser |eav-
fog the train at Aumuehle and heading the
troops which would awalt his arrival there. The
troops, with the Emepror and the Crown Prince
and the military household, would then march
to the castle, Upon their arrival there the troops
were 1o be formed in parade in a small feld
ealled the Park Koppel, which adjoing the castle,
The Emperor and the Crown Frince started
from Berlin for Friediichsrun at £:20 a. m. The
peror alighted from his  special train at
umuehle, and, nccompanied by g staff, rode 1o
the Bechwarzenbeck crossroads, where he met a
gquadron of the Halberstadt Blsmarck Culras-
glers and the other trooys. Placing himself at
the head of the troops, the Emperor led the way
to Friedrichsruh, where he was met by Prince
Bismarck. The ex-Chancelior drove In an open
carriage to the ground where the troops were
stationed, He wore the helmet and vniform of
the Halherstadt Culrassiers,

The Emperor lod the troops to the front of the
Yriedrichsruh manor house, along the roadway
leading to the forest house, The troops con-
gisted of the Halberstadt Culrassler Squadron,
the Magdeburg Company, the Henea Infantry,
with the regimental band and colors; a squadron
of hussars, the Wandsbeck Battery and the
Holstein Artiliery. No honors were paid to the
Emperar, but only to Prince Blsmarck,

When the Emperor, at the head of the troops,
frrived at the castle, the scldiers formed a half-
moon In the open feld. The rain fell heavily,
but the Kaiser sat upon hig horse and Prince
Bismurck stood by the slde of his carrlage

. within the curve of the military crescent. The
Emperor saluted Prince Blsmarck and addressed
him as follows:

_Your Berene Highneas: Our entire Fatherland s
prepuring to  celebrate vour birthday, in which
edlebration 1 have the honor to take part to-day ai
hend of the army to which Your Grace belongs.

Recovering his composuve, the ex-Chancellor said:

Will Your ltngﬂ-t permit me to Jay at your feet
my most humble thanks My military position in
relation to Your Majesty will not allow me further
to express my feelings

H1le then kissed the Kalser's hand, and His Maj-
enty urged him to mount his carriage, which
Prince Bismarck did only when the Crown Prince
had first entered the vehicle and taken a seat to
the right. Then the ex-Chancelior, escorted by
the Emperor, drove in front of the troops, and,
after the rounds had been made, the troops filed
past Prince Bismarck, the Emperor per=onally
leading Blsmarck’s Cuirassiers.

Cotrt-Master Count Eulenburg brought Prince
Bismarck's daughter, Countess von Rantzau, and
her sons, and led them acrass the field to stand
at the side of the Prince. After the review the
entrassicrs, with the Emperor In command.
mounted guard at the castle. The Emperor or-
dered double sentinels at each door, and present-
ed all the members of his suite to the ex-Chan-
cellor. Smiles were on Prince Blsmarck's face
when Dr. von Lucanue, the chief of the Em-
peror’s personal staff, was presented.  Afterward
Prince Biamarck begged permission to present
the mempers of his household, Counts Herbert
and Wilflam Rismarck and Connt and Countess
von Rantzau, to the Emperor. The Kalger, who
had dismounted, seized Herbert Blsmarek's hand
and asked, “Wie geht's Dir?”

Luncheon was served shortly afterward, and
when the Empersr proposed Prince Bismarck's
health the artillery fired a salute of tweniy-one
guns. During the luncheon two bands played at
the dining-rooms windows, The Emperor started
for Herlin by speclal traln at 3 o'clock.  The
weather Improved before his departura,

Bealdes the sword, the Emperor presented o
Prince Bismarck a seal which was used by his
grandfather, Emperor William 1.

In proposing Prince Bismarck's health at the
lunchesn, Emperor Willlam sald:

The elghticth birthday of Your Serene Highness
coluchles with the twenty-fifth year of the tierman
Empire. The congratulations of the wrmy, ren-
dered sacred 1o the memory of the mighty strugele.
1 was able 10 offer you hefore the troons, It is not
to tha grout Statesman, bur to the officer that my
fervent wishes go out to-day.
